The night was very dark,-a strong |’- 


N.E. wind was blowing and there was 
& rough sea, so I anchored until ‘day-

At daylight on the &th, I got under 
weigh and saw the. position of the 
wreck which was on the extreme M. 
W. corner of the White Rocks. The 
ship was broken in two and at first 
there appeared to be no sign of life 
on board, On approaching the wreck 
we found, however, that there were 
a large momber. of sorvivors on 
the forecastle and another large 
party on the after-part. At that time 
HMMS. “Carlisle” arrived.',. The 
weather was too rough for the 
“Foxglove” to lower any boats, and 
it was decided that we should attempt 
to float rafts past ‘the ship and pick 
them up again to leeward.
